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IXTRODUCTION. 


S    alread)-    c.\[)laincd    in    the     Introduclioii    to    the    last 
N'olumc   of  these    Court    Leet    Records,    which    ended 
with  the  proceedings  of  the  Court  held  at  Easter,  1687, 
there    is  a  most  unfortiuiate  break  in  their  coiitinuit}', 
owing    to    tlie    loss    of   the    volume    containing    the    accounts    of 
the   Courts    held    between    Michaelmas,     1687,    and    Easter,    17JI. 
This  volume  was  never  in  the  possession  of  the  Corporation,   and 
there  is  evidence  to  show  that  it  was  lost  as  long  ago  as  1826,  twenty 
years  before  the  Corporation   acquired  the   manor  of  ^fanchester. 
The  period  16S7  to  1731  was  an  important  one  in  the  histor)-  of  the 
town,  as  the  population  was  rapidK'  growing,  and  the  town  was  being 
constantly  extended.      New  streets  were  made,   St.   Ann's  Square 
was  laid  out  in  what  had  previous)}-  been  the  Acres  or  Accers  Eield, 
and  the  new  church  of  St.  Ann's  was  built.     Consequentl}-  when  this 
volume  commences  we  have  to  deal  with  several  streets  which  had 
not  previous!}-  been  in  e.xistence,  and  there  will  also  be  found  many 
changes  in   the   names  of  those,    w-ho   took   an   active   part  in   the 
management  of  local  affairs,  as  compared  with  the  pre\  ious  volumes. 
This  volume  begins   with  the  Court  lield  on   the    ist  October, 
1 73 1,  and  comes  down  to  that  held  on  the  29th  April,  1756,  a  period 
of  twenty-five  and  a  half  }-cars.     The  proceedings  of  these  Courts 
differ  in  many  respects  from  those  in  the  previous  volumes.     The}- 
are  much  shorter,  and  the  long  lists  of  those  persons,  who  were  fined 
for  various  offences,  no  longer  occur.     There  are,  however,  lists  of 
persons,  cliiefly  strangers,  who  were  punished  for  various  infringe- 
ments of  the  b}-e-laws  of  the  tow'n,  such  as  selling  bad  nieat,  offering 
butter  and  other  commodities  under  weight,  or  bu}-ing  and  selling 
the  same  article  on  the  same  da}-.     The  townspeojjle  were  also  from 
time  to  tinie  admonished  and   fined   for  having  unjust  weights  and 
measures,  for  feeding  horses  in  the  streets  or  allowing  theni  to  stand 
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there,  for  allowing  carts  and  wagons  to  stand  in  the  highways,  for 
not  repairing  the  streets  in  front  of  their  houses,  and  many  similar 
matters. 

The  number  of  officers  appointed  at  the  Michaelmas  Court  in 
1 73 1  was  123,  showing  an  increase  on  the  numbers  given  in  previous 
\olumes.  All  these  officers  had  to  do  their  dut\-,  and  to  make 
"presentments"  of  an}-  offences  which  came  before  them.  In 
default  of  so  doing  the\-  were  "  presented  "  themselves,  and  fined 
by  the  Court  Leet  Jury.  At  each  Michaelmas  Court  a  Deputy 
Constable,  with  a  salary  of  i^io  per  annum,  afterwards  raised  tO;^20, 
and  a  Beadle,  with  a  salar\-  of /;5,  afterwards  raised  to  £-  per  annum, 
were  regular!)-  appointed,  and  a  "  Winter  Watch  "  was  ordered  to 
be  kept  from  the  end  of  October  to  the  end  of  March.  In  connec- 
tion with  this,  the  Constables  were  enjoined  to  see  that  this  Winter 
Watch  was  "performed  by  able  bodyed  men  from  the  usual  time 
in  the  Evening  till  five  in  the  Morning."  The  Beadle  was  an 
important  personage  in  the  town,  and  was  _\-early  provided  with  a 
new  suit  of  clothes,  two  pairs  of  scarlet  stockings,  and  two  pairs  of 
shoes,  and  he  had  his  staff  of  office  newly  gilt  each  year. 

The  names  of  the  new  "  burgesses  "  who  were  admitted  are 
given  from  time  to  time,  but  not  nearly  so  regularly  as  in  the  earlier 
volumes ;  and,  unfortunatel\-,  no  particulars  are  recorded  as  to 
whether  the\-  had  succeeded  their  fathers  or  other  relations,  or 
whether  they  had  become  burgesses  in  right  of  having  purchased 
lands  within  the  town.  Owing  to  this  it  has  not  been  found 
possible  to  give  any  genealogical  notes,  as  were  given  in  the  previous 
volumes.  That  a  good  deal  of  importance  was  attached  to  this 
]3rivilege  is  shown  b_\-  the  fact  that  on  ihc  ijlh  (Vtnbcr,  1736, 
Mr.  John  Oliver  was  elected  Boroughreeve,  hut  it  being  objected  to 
him  that  he  was  "no  burgess,"  Mr.  Jonathan  I. ces  was  elected  in  his 
jilace  on  the  27111  October  in  that  year.  (See  p.  50.)  It  is  also 
noteworthy  that  after  the  first  meeting  of  the  Court  Leet,  which  was 
probably  held  in  the  Court  House  or  Town  Hall,  the  Jury  adjourned 
from  time  to  lime  to  some  of  the  chief  inns  or  coffee  houses  in  the 
town.  The  "Old  Coftee  House,"  "the  .\ngel  Inn,'  and  "the 
lUiH'-;  Head  Inn  "  were  the  favourite  places  o(  icsort. 
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At  llie  iMicliaelinas  meetings  of  the  Court  the  trustees  of  the 
several  charities  known  as  Clarke's  Charity,  Marshall's  Charii\-,  ami 
Nugcnt's  Charity  presented  their  accounts,  which  were  examined, 
and,  if  correct,  passetl  b_\'  the  Jur_\-.  At  the  same  time  the  Borough- 
ree\e  for  the  [last  )car  produced  the  accounts  of  the  monc}',  which 
he  had  expended  on  the  affairs  of  the  town,  and  the  Constables 
produced  their  accounts,  and  both  these  were  examined  b\-  the  Jur\', 
and  passed,  if  correct.  Occasionally,  however,  some  item-'  of 
expenditure  would  be  objected  to.  Thus  in  1750  (see  p.  195)  it  is 
recorded  that  "we  the  Jurors  aforenamed  have  perused  the  Accounts 
of  M'  John  Markland  and  M'  John  GatlitTe  late  Constables  and  fmd 
a  Charge  of  Two  pounds  and  Two  Shillings  upon  the  Thirtieth  day 
of  October  given  to  the  Soldiers  besides  the  P2xpcnce  of  Wine  at  the 
Bonefire  which  Article  not  appearing  in  former  Accounts  Except  in 
the  }-ear  1743  One  pound  and  one  Shilling  paid  for  the  same  purpose 
We  therefore  (to  prevent  its  becoming  a  ]:)recedent)  do  Order  tliat 
for  the  future  no  Expence  of  that  Nature  be  made  by  the  Constables 
and  Charged  in  their  Account.  And  that  a  Copy  of  this  order  be 
Transcribed  into  the  Constables  Book."  This  order  was  confirmed 
at  the  Michaelmas  Court  held  in  175  i.      (See  [x  206.) 

Quite  recentl)-,  the  volume  containing  the  Co.xsiACI.Eb' 
Accounts  between  the  \-ears  1743  and  1776  has  come  into  the 
possession  of  the  Corporation,  having  been  purchased  at  the  sale  of 
the  late  ^Ir.  James  Crossley's  library.  As  an  illustration  of  the 
interesting  character  of  the  entries  this  volume  contains,  I  ha\c 
printed  in  an  Appendix  the  accounts  for  the  j'car,  beginnin.g  in 
October,  1745,  that  memorable  \-ear  when  the  arm_\-  of  the  '\'oung 
Pretender,  Prince  Charles  Edward,  marched  into  the  town  and 
sta}-ed  there  two  da}-s,  and  subsequently  revisited  it  when  retreating 
from  Derb}-.  These  accounts  will,  I  think,  be  found  of  much 
general  interest,  for  not  only  arc  they  ver)-  minute  in  character,  e\cry 
item  of  expenditure  being  separately  entered,  but  they  throw  much 
light  upon  the  amusements  and  management  of  the  affairs  of  the 
town  at  that  time.  The  King's  birthday  was  a  day  of  rejoicing  in 
the  town  ;  a  "bonfire"  was  lighted,  and  a  large  sum  of  money  was 
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spent  on  "wine,  "  mubic,  &c,,  for  tlie  gratification  of  the  gentry  of 
tlie  town.  There  arc  many  entries  of  soldiers  passing  through  the 
town,  or  near  it,  and  illuminations  took  place  on  the  surrender  of 
Carlisle,  and  a  bonfire  was  lighted  on  the  occasion  of  tlie  defeat  of 
the  rebels  at  Culloden.  But,  perhaps,  the  most  noteworthy  entry 
is  the  one  referring  to  the  placing  of  the  heads  of  Thomas 
Theodores  Deacon  and  Thomas  Syddall  on  the  top  of  the  Exchange, 
after  their  execution  at  Kennington  Common,  near  London,  on  the 
30th  Jul}',  1746.     This  entr_\-  reads  as  follows:- —

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Corporation  may  some  day  arrange  to 
have  the  contents  of  this  volume  of  Constables'  Accounts  printed  in 
their  entirct}-.  They  would  make  a  volume  of  much  local  interest 
and  value. 

When  the  |iroceedings  of  the  Courts  printed  in  this  volume 
begin,  the  manor  of  .Manchester  was  held  by  L.\DV  Anxe  Bland, 
widow.  She  was  the  only  daughter  and  heiress  of  Sir  Edward 
]Mosle\',  Knt.,  who,  as  already  explained  in  the  last  volume  (p.  216), 
had  succeeded  to  the  manor  of  Manchester  in  1683.  By  his  wife, 
Jane  Meriel,  daughter  of  Richard  Salstonstall,  of  Huniwick,  co.  York, 
gentleman,  he  had  three  sons,  who  all  died  unmarried,  and  one 
daughter,  Anne.  He  was  knighted  by  King  William  I  IT,  and  was 
buried  at  Didsbur\-  on  the  31st  Jul)-,  1695.  By  his  will  dated 
24th  Ma}-,  1695,  he  devised  the  manor  of  Manchester  and  his  lands, 
&c.,  there,  to  his  daughter  for  her  life,  with  remainder  to  his  nephew, 
Oswald  Mosle}-,  of  the  Ancoat.s,  Esq.,  and  his  heirs  for  e\-cr.  This 
daughter,  Anne  Mosle}-,  was  married  at  Chorlton  Chapel  on  the 
31st  March,  1685,  to  Sir  John  Bland,  of  Kippax  Park,  co.  York, 
Bart.,  and  on  her  father's  death  in  1695  she  succeeded  to  the  manor 
of  Manchester,  and  was  holding  it  when  this  volume  begins  in  1695. 
She  lost  her  husband  in  1715,  he  being  buried  at  Didsbury  on  the 
29th  October  in  that  }-ear.  She  survived  him  till  1734,  being  buried 
there  on  the  3rd  August  in  that  }ear.  During  the  greater  part  of 
her  life  she  resideii  at  Hulme  Hall,  near  Manchester,  and  occupied 
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a  ver>-  high  position  in  the  town  and  neighboniliood.  She  laid  the 
foinidation  stone  of  St.  Ann's  Church  on  the  19th  .Ma\-,  1709,  and 
contributed  largely  towards  its  erection.  .She  was  succeeded  by 
Sir  Oswald  Mosi.EV,  B.\RT.,  who  was  the  eldest  son  and  heir  of 
Oswald  .Mosle\',  of  Ancoat-^,  Esq.,  the  nc|)hcw  of  Sir  Kdwartl 
.Mosle\',  of  Hulme.  Knt.,  who  died  in  1695,  and  who  had,  as 
previotislv  stated,  devised  the  manor  of  Manchester  to  him  after  the 
LJeath  of  his  on]_\-  daughter.  Lady  Anne  liland.  He  married 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  Tliornhaiigh,  of  Eenton,  co.  Xolting- 
ham,  Esq.,  and  died  in  June,  175 1,  when  he  wa';  succeeded  by  his 
son  and  heir,  SiR  Osw.M.n  .M(~)Sl,i:\-,  Bart.,  the  second  Baronet 
of  that  name,  who  was  lord  of  tlie  manor  of  Manchester  when  this 
volume  closes. 

Mr.  T/uvuds  Liii/t  held  the  office  of  .Steward  of  the  Court  when 
this  volume  begins,  and  he  retained  it  till  Aj^iril,  1734,  when  the 
name  of  Jhoiiias  Pigot,  Esq.,  appears  as  Steward.  At  th.e  following 
Court,  after  the  death  of  Lad_\'  Bland,  Williain  /wrr/c/;;/^  gentleman, 
was  Steward,  and  Francis  Mosley,  gentleman,  Deputy  Steward.  The 
Courts  continued  to  be  held  before  !\Ir.  Radclyff  till  April,  1744, 
when  Jolm  Harrison,  gentleman,  appears  as  Deputy  Steward,  and 
in  October  of  that  \"ear  he  is  called  Steward.  This  office  he  retained 
till  175 1,  when,  on  the  accession  of  the  new  lord  of  the  manor, 
Thotnas  Pigot,  Esq.,  became  Steward.  He  continued  to  act  in  this 
capacit)-  till  April,  1756,  the  last  Court  contained  in  this  volume, 
when  the  name  of  Jcsepli  Clozct-s,  Esq.,  occurs  as  Steward. 

As  in  previous  volumes,  the  proceedings  of  the  Courts  here 
printed  have  been  compared,  line  for  line,  with  the  original,  so  as  to 
ensure  an  exact  reproduction  in  print.  As  already  exq^lained,  it  has 
not  been  found  possible  to  add  as  man\'  notes  as  in  the  previous 
volumes,  which  I  much  regret.

'  Lady  Anne  Bland  was  the  only  daughter  and  heiress  of  Sir  Edward  Mosley,  Knt., 
who,  as  already  explained  in  the  last  volume  (vol.  vj.,  p.  216),  had  succeeded  to  the 
manor  of  Manchester  in  the  year  16S3.  This  Sir  Edwanl  Mosiey  (who  was  the  second 
son  of  Oswald  Mosley,  of  Ancoats,  Esq.)  was  born  at  Manchester,  and  baptized  at  the 
Collegiate  Church  there  on  the  6th  December,  161S.  He  married  Jane  Meriel,  daughter 
of  Richard  .Salstonstall,  of  Huntwick,  co.  York,  gentleman,  by  whom  he  had  three  sons, 
Nicholas,  Edwartl,  and  Francis,  who  all  died  unmarried,  and  one  daughter,  ,\nne.  He 
was  knighted  by  William  HI.  at  Whitehall,  and  died  in  1605,  being  buried  at  Didsbury 
on  the  31st  July  in  that  year.  His  will,  dated  24th  May,  1695,  is  printed  in  Booker's 
History  of  Diiisbury,  pp.  162-5.  He  devised  the  manor  of  Manchester,  and  his  lands, 
tenements,  &c.,  there,  to  his  daughter  for  her  life,  with  remainder  to  his  nephew,  Oswald 
Mosley,  of  the  Ancoats,  Esq.,  and  his  heirs  for  ever.  His  only  daughter  and  heiress, 
Anne  Mosley,  was  married  at  Chorlton  Chapel  on  the  31st  JIarch,  16S5,  to  .Sir  John 
Bland,  of  Kippax,  co.  York,  Bart. ,  and  she  succeeded  to  the  manor  of  .Manchester  on 
her  father's  death  in  1695,  ^n''  "'^*  '''*^  '^"^y  °f  '^"^  manor  at  the  time  this  volume  of  the 
Records  begins.

'  Sir  Oswald  Mosley,  Bart.,  who  here  appears  for  the  first  time  as  lord  of  the  manor 
of  Manchester,  was  the  eldest  son  and  heir  of  Oswald  Mosley,  of  Ancoats,  Esq.,  who 
succeeded  to  the  manor  of  Rolleston,  co.  Stafford,  on  the  death  of  Lady  North  in  i6So. 
This  Oswald  Mosley,  of  Ancoats,  Esq.,  was  the  nephew  of  Sir  Edward  Mosley,  of  Hulnie, 
Knt.,  who  died  in  1695,  and  who,  as  shown  in  the  note  on  page  I,  devised  the  manor  of 
Manchester  to  him,  after  the  death  of  Lady  Anne  Eland,  Sir  Edward's  only  daughter 
and  heiress.  Oswald  Mosley,  Esq.,  died  in  1726,  in  the  life  time  of  Lady  Bland,  aged  Sy, 
and  was  buried  at  the  Collegiate  Church  on  the  2nd  September  in  that  year.  Lady  Anne 
Bland,  who.  as  already  described  in  the  note  on  page  I,  was  the  only  surviving  daughter 
and  heiress  of  Sir  Edward  Mosley.  of  Mulme.  Knt.,  was  married  on  the  31st  March.  lOS:;, 
to  Sir  John  Bland,  of  Kippax  Park,  co.  York,  Bart.  He  was  buried  at  Uidsbuiy  on  the 
29th  October,  1715.  She  survived  till  1734.  being  buried  there  on  the  3rd  August  in  that 
year.  As  the  lady  of  the  manor  of  Manchester  she  was  a  very  prominent  personage  in 
Manchester  society  at  the  beginning  of  the  iSth  century,  and  on  the  iSth  May,  1709, 
she  laid  the  foundation  stone  of  St.  Anne's  Church,  to  which  she  was  the  largest  con- 
tributor, and  which  was  so  called  in  compliment  to  her.  She  resided  at  Hulme  Hall, 
near  Manchester.

pay  one  shilling  unless  it  be  made  appear  before  the  Jury  of  the 
next  Court  Leet  that  the  said  Chimney  had  been  swept  &  throughly 
cleans'd  within  twelve  Months  before  it  took  fire  And  that  every 
person  who  wilfully  Sets  or  causes  to  be  set  on  fire  any  Chimney 
Vent  or  pipe  in  order  to  cleanse  the  same  or  on  any  other  Pretence 
whatsoever,  shall  for  every  such  offence  pay  ten  shillings  And  we 
do  further  order  and  request  that  the  Constables  for  the  time  being 
give  publick  notice  of  this  and  the  last  above  mentioned  Order 
relating  to  Carriages  by  the  bellman  four  Several  times  in  the  Year 
that  none  may  pretend  Ignorance  herein  and  the  said  Constables  are 
hereby  impowcr'd  to  pay  the  said  Bellman  out  of  their  Lay.

'  Unfortunately  the  Constables'  Accounts  for  the  years  1746  to  1752  are  missing  from 
the  volume  of  Constables"  Accounts,  1 743  to  1 776,  which  was  bought  by  the  Corporation 
at  the  sale  of  the  late  Mr.  James  Crossley's  library.  The  30th  October  was  the  King's 
(George  II. 's)  birthday,  and  it  seems  to  have  been  kept  with  much  rejoicing  in  the  town. 
A  bonfire  was  provided,  and  the  King's  health  and  other  loyal  toasts  were  drunk  by  the 
gentry  at  a  cost  of  £^  or  £^  to  the  rates  (see  Appendix  No.  I).  The  entry  specially 
referred  to  in  the  text,  as  passed  in  1743,  is  as  follows  : —

Accounts,  which  were  annually  [iroduced  before  the  Court  Leet 
|tir\'  and  examined  and  passed  by  them,  that  it  seems  desirable  to 
print  one  year's  Accounts  here  as  a  specimen.  This  it  is  now 
possible  to  do,  owing  to  the  fact  that  at  the  recent  sale  of  the  late 
Mr.  James  Crossley's  library,  the  Corporation  were  fortunate  enough 
to  secure  the  volume  of  Constables'  Accounts  for  the  \ears  1743  to 
1776,  which  had  been  over  thirt)-  years  in  Mr.  Crossley's  possession, 
he  having  purchased  it  in  Xo\-enibcr,  1S51,  from  a  Manchester 
bookseller,  to  whom  it  had  been  sold  as  waste  paper!  This\-olume, 
which  is  full  of  verj-  interesting  material  for  the  histor_\'  of  Man- 
chester during  the  middle  of  the  last  centuiy,  is  a  valuable  addition 
to  the  treasures  of  the  Muniment  Room  in  the  Town  Ilall,  and  it  is 
much  to  be  hoped  that  it  ma}'  some  day  be  printed  in  full.  The 
Corporation  i.s  also  fortunate  in  possessing  one  other  \-olume  of 
Constables'  Accounts  for  the  earl\-  part  of  the  seventeenth  century, 
but  the  other  volumes  are  believed  to  have  long  since  disappeared. 
The  Constables'  Accounts  for  the  )-ear  161 5-16,  which  occur  at  the 
end  of  the  second  ]\IS.  volume  of  the  Court  Leet  Records,  have 
already  been  printed  in  vol.  ij.  of  these  Records,  pp.  333-5 

The  \'ear  selected,  October,  174',  to  October,  1746,  is  one 
of  much  importance  in  the  histor_\-  of  Manchester,  for  on  the 
29th  November,  1745,  the  army  of  the  Voung  Pretender  marched 
into  the  town  and  remained  there  two  da\-«.  The}'  were  again  in 
the  town  on  the  Sth  December,  when  retreating  from  Derb}'.  These 
visits  are  duly  alluded  to  in  the  following  Accounts,  which  will  be 
found  to  contain  man}'  entries  relating  to  the  "Rebels"  and  their 
doings.  Mr.  Fowden,  one  of  the  Constables  for  this  }'ear,  was  tried 
for  high  treason  in  1747,  but  was  acquitted,  it  being  proved  that  the 
acts,  alleged  against  him,  had  been  done  under  compulsion  b}'  the

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Rebels.  There  are  man_\'  entries  in  these  Accounts  relating  to 
soldiers'  wives,  &c.,  who  were  following  the  regiments  in  which 
their  husbands  were  serving,  and  the  references  to  them  are  more 
numerous  tlian  usual,  owing  to  so  man}-  regiments  being  sent  from 
place  to  place  on  account  of  the  Young  Pretender's  invasion.

Thomas  Theodorus  Deacon  was  one  of 
the  three  sons  of  Dr.  Deacon,  a  non-jurying  minister  in  .Manchester,  who  joined  the 
Rebel  army  and  became  officers  in  "the  Manchester  Regiment,"  as  it  was  called. 
Thomas  Syddall  was  the  son  of  Thomas  Syddall,  a  peruke  maker,  who  had  been 
executed  in  1716,  for  taking  part  in  the  rebellion  of  1715.  He  joined  the  Rebels  in 
Manchester,  and  acted  as  adjutant  of  the  Manchester  Regiment.  They  and  other  officers 
of  this  regiment,  who  were  taken  prisoners  at  Carlisle,  were  tried  for  High  Treason  in 
London,  and  were  executed  on  Kennington  Common  on  the  30th  July.  Their  heads 
were  distributed  to  various  places,  and  were  preserved  in  spirits  lor  that  purpose.  Those 
of  Deacon  and  Syddall  were  put  up  on  the  Exchange  in  Manchester,  bul  not  till  seven 
weeks  after  their  execution.
